Washington, March 22.—Conditions 
rivalling post-civil war carpet-bagging 
days, and under which negroes are in 
absolute control of federal patronage, 
were charged to the republican party 
hy Representative Wilson, democrat, 
of Mississippi, in the house today, 
when he urged adoption of his reso- 
Iution seeking an investigation into 
alleged fraud and corruption in the 
sale of postmasterships to and by ne- 
groes in Mississippi. 

Mr. Wilson's charges followed in- 
troduction of a bill by Representative 
Wurzbach, republican, of Texas, com- 
pelling federal appointees to file within 
30 days after their appointment af- 
fidavits that they have made no con- 
tributions to campaign funds in the 
hope of securing a place on the fed- 
eral payroll. A few weeks ago Mr. 
Wurzbach scored the Texas state re- 
publican committee for its distribu- 
tion of patronage, and hinted that an 
investigation was warranted. 

“Back to Stealing.” 

Reviewing a long list of republican 
scandals from the civil war down to 
the Daugherty scandal in the Hard- 
ing administration, Mr. Wilson de- 
clared that the “back to normalcy” 
slogan of the republican party in 1920 
meant “back to stealing again.” 

“And in my state today,” 
“there exists a condition which has no 
parallel in the history: of my south- 
land since the dark days which fol- 
lowed the civil war. Not only are fed- 
eral positions sold in the open mar- 
ket today to the highest bidders, but 
the control of federal patronage is 
almost entirely in the hands of ne- 
groes, 

“My people will not submit to ne 
gro domination. We beg of this ad- 
ministration, in the name of a re- 
united country, not to force this con- 


dition upon our state. We «o not 
want it. We will not permit it. If 
my people can't get protection from 
our government, we will, please God, 
protect ourselves. 

“War of Principles.” 

“Yes, there will be another war. 
Not of swords, but of principles; not 
of arms, but of ideals of government. 
And it will be a war to the eternal 
finish. 

“The wounds inflicted during 
days of the sixties are at their final 
healing point. The common sacrifices 
upon a foreign soil where northern and 
southern blood was spilled in a com- 
mon cause brought together forever 
the estranged hearts of my country- 
men, Now will you, who are in 
power, seek to rip open the wounds 
agnin and to pour into them the salt 
of disregard and undo in a few months 
that which it took long years to. wipe 
away?”

DISARMAMENT PLAN 
DECLARED DOOMED 


Nationalists Lack Confi- 
dence in German Cabi- 
net and in League, Says 
Spokesman.

Berlin, March 22,—Reichstag na- 
tionalists, quoting the alleged gloomy 
report on European conditions given 
President Coolidge by Ambassador 
Alanson RB. Houghton, are fighting 
bitterly Monday against continuance 
of Germany's application for league 
membership. 

Contending htat the American am- 
bassador to the court of St. James 
had admitted the impossibility of dis- 
armament moves succeeding in Europe 
at present, opposition leaders declar- 
el their lack of confidence in the 
ambitions of the league. Count Wes- 
tarp, nationalist leader, said that 
Germany could not be a member of 
the league on an equal footing with 
other members until universal disarm- 


the | 


ament had been achieved. He de- 


clared that German nationalists lack- 


'ed confidence in the Berlin eabinet as 


he said, | : “age 
'well as in the League of Nations. 


Count Von Bernstorff, German 
ambassador to the United States prior 
to American entrance into the world 
war, defended the league against its 
attackers. Regarding the Houghton 
report Bernstorff said that the am- 
bassador intended to strengthen Great 
Britain against French imperialism. 


War Unlikely. 

“Great Britain and the United 
States are the two powers in the 
world least likely to go to war against 
each other,” declared Bernstorff. 

The battle of words over the Hough- 
ton deport ended a day of apparently 
futile fighting by nationalists against 
German entry into the league. When 
the reichstag adjourned until Tues- 
day it was generally predicted that 
the work of Chancellor Luther and 


| Foreign Minister Stresemann at Ge- 


neva would receive .a vote of confi- 
dence. Pro-league members of the 
diet agreed that Germany would never 
enter the Geneva body “at any price,” 
but they reiterated their belief that 
Berlin would be represented in ac- 
cordance with the Locarno promises 
by September.

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Ex-Mayor Robert F. Maddox Makes 
Ringing Appeal. for City Bond Issue 


To The People of Atlanta: The bond issue to be presented to the 
people of Atlanta in the election to be held on Wednesday, March 24th, is 
the most important upon which they have had an opportunity to vote 
for many years, 

The result of this election will have a most important 
Atlanta’s future growth and prosperity. 

A city is like any other important business enterprise. If it expects 
to grow it must provide the means and machinery with which to supply 
If unable to do this, it will not only lose new 
business which it should receive but also lose some of its old customers. 
However, unlike other large corporations a city is not operated at a 
profit and therefore cannot accumulate from its surplus earnings the 
means with which to enlarge its plant facilities. 

It, therefore, in order to provide permanent improvements and meet 
the demands of its people for service, must either provide this equip- 
ment by increased taxation, or by the issuing of bonds. wh 

Having been more or less familiar with the operation of our city 
government for more than a quarter of a century, I believe the people 
have secured a fair return for their taxes, and the proceeds of the bonds 
which have been issued have been wisely and honestly invested. 

Tha first consideration which presents itself to the business man is 
the present financial status of the city, that is—its assets and liabilities, 
and whether or not it has ample assets upon which to issue additional 
bonds. ; 

The assessed valuation of real and personal property in the city of 
AtInanta is $355,000,000. Its bond issuing ability being limited to 7 per 
cent is therefore approximately $25,000,000. 

1 am informed by the city comptroller that the net bonded indebted- 
ness of the city of Atlanta today is less than $9,000,000. The city there- 
fore, has an additional bond borrowing ability of $16,000,000. 

The proposed bond issue of $8,000,000 will be only about one- 
half of the total bonds the city can issue under the very restricted limita- 
tion of 7 per cent of its assessed property. 

Leaving out the power of taxation upon the large amount of real 
and personal property aggregating $355,000,000, the city has assets 
which its owns in fee simple amounting to many millions of dollars. 

The water works alone, for instance, are carried on the books of the 
city at more than enough to liquidate the entire outstanding bonds of 
Atlanta. 

In addition to this valuable asset, the city is carrying upon its books 
nearly $8,000,000 as the value of real estate and buildings in its public 
school system. The city also owns nearly $3,000,000 of valuable 
real estate composed of its system of parks and playgrounds. It also 
owns property valued at more than $1,000,000, including its buildings 
and real estate in its fire department. 

Many other valuable assets are owned by the city, including Grady 
hospital, cemeteries, city hall, which it is estimated is worth approximate- 
ly $1,000,000, the auditorium and armory and other assets which might 
be mentioned. 

From all of which it will be apparent thas the city could borrow 
upon its own assets today as much as the existing bonds and the pro- 
posed issue together would amount to, without being compelled to rely 
in any way upon its taxable power on the property of its citizens. 

During my administration as mayor of Atlanta, the first large and 
comprehensive issue of bonds was proposed in February, 1910. Realiz- 
ing the importance of Atlanta’s keeping step with the progress other 
cities were making a bond issue of $3,000,000 was proposed, of which 
$1,300,000 was for the development of its sewer system; $900,000 for 
the improvement of its water works; $600,000 for the enlargement of 
its school system; $100,000 for an addition to Grady hospital and $50,- 
000 for the erection of a crematory. 

At that time the Atlanta spirit prevailed in a splendid way. All 
classes of our people were interested in the city’s welfare. At that time 
the law required that two-thirds of the registered voters should vote in 
favor of bonds, before they could be legally issued. 

The importance of this issue was so generally recognized and the 
people were so united in carrying the city progressively forward that 
with a registration of 10,568, 8,475 votes were cast in favor of the bonds 
and only 66 votes were against them. 

It was the most enthusiastic demonstration of a united people that 
was ever witnessed in this city up to that time and I believe it can be 
truthfully stated that this bond issue did much to promote Atlanta’s 
progress. 

At that time the city’s population was only about 140,000. The 
age year the city limits had been increased from 12 1-2 to 26 square 
miles. 

In this connection it is interesting to know that one-half of this 
bond issue of $3,000,000 has matured and been paid in the last 15 
years. 

Atlanta has continued fO grow and the population since then has 
increased considerably more than 100,000 and naturally the demands 
upon the city have grown with its increased population. With the popu- 
lation now estimated at 250,000 it is but natural that its water works 
system, its school system, its sewerage system and other services, must 
be enlarged to meet the demands of increased population. 

During the recent prosperity of this section we have witnessed 


bearing upon 


through the south the growth and civic development of other cities, and 
Atlanta today is facing the keen competition of the advantages offered 
by other cities. 

Schools. 


In 1910 in the 41 school buildings Atlanta was educating 20,000 
boys and girls. In our school system today more than 50,000 are be- 
ing educated and many are without adequate facilities for this important 
work. 

Ignorance of the many means tyranny of the few. Knowledge is 
power and it is the possession of knowledge the distinguishes the free- 
man from the slave. It has come to be a recognized duty in practically 
all civilized communities to furnish free education to the young and in 
this Atlanta must and will not fail. 

Water Works. 

Our water works system is one of the greatest assets of the city 
Our water supply is adequate and pure and has been an important factor 
in the welfare and health of our people. This department should at all 
times be kept efficient and able to meet the rapid growth of its business 
by the extension of water mains and the elimination of surface closets. 
The merit of the small issue of bonds proposed for this improvement 
leaves no argument necessary. 

; Viaducts. 

The dangerous and unsightly grade crossings around the old depot 
have been an eyesore in the center of the city for many years. The 
need for eliminating these grade crossings has been apparent to all for a 
long time, but owing to the fact that the Western and Atlantic railroad 
was owned by the state of Georgia, the city was unable to make these 
necessary improvements without the consent of the legislature. — 

Last year, for the first time, the city was able to obtain this con- 
sent. Plans have been drawn and approved by the interested railroads, 
the public service commission, 2 committee from the house and senate 
and from the governor of Georgia. 

The railroads have consented to pay a large proportion of the cost 
and it only remains for the people to approve an issue of $1,000,000 
bonds to provide the funds necessary to make these much-needed im- 
provements. i 

The plans provide not only for the elimination of these dangerous 
crossings, but great improvements to Hunter, Alabama, Pryor, Wall Streets 
and Central avenue, which will greatly improve this important section 
in the centen of our city and will relieve the congested traffic on our 
streets. 

In my opinion, this improvement will mean much to the:city, uniting 
it by eliminating the last barrier dividing the north and south side and 
bring all sections into an harmonious whole. 

Sewers. 

No city can grow without every safeguard being thrown around the 
health of its people and in this connection nothing is more important 
than an adequate sewer system. Atlanta has always enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of being a healthy city in which to live. Its health statistics will 
compare favorably with any other city in the United States and the pro- 
posed issue of sewer bonds will enable the city to hold this record. 

Disease makes no distinction between the rich and the poor. An 
epidemic in one section soon spreads throughout the entire city and the 
extension of our sewerage system should meet with the unanimous ap- 
proval of all interested in the city’s welfare. 

City Hall. 

1 recall in 1910 the city was able to secure a deed from the United 
States government to the old postoffice for the small sum of $75,000, 
on account of the fact that in 1870 the city of Atlanta had deeded the 
ground upon which the postoffice was built to the United States govern- 
ment for postoffice purposes. 1 understand this property is now esti- 
mated to be worth approximately $1,000,000 and has been used as 
a city hall for more than 15 years. y» 

It is not now adequate for the feeds of the city and the city is able 
to provide itself with a modern city hall. In the development of large 
cities it is universally conceded best to have if possible a civic center. 
Atlanta is especially fortunate, being the capital of the state, to centmal- 
ize the three important government enterprises. 

The proposed location for the new city hall, midway between the 
state capitol and the county court house, gives Atlanta an unusual oppor- 
tunity to develop a splendid civic center and with the construction of 
thé proposed viaducts and the improvements of the grades of the streets 
in this section it will make a civic center beautiful and accessible.

1 believe the time has come when we should have a new birth of 
the Atlanta spirit. 1 am confident in the minds and hearts of our peo- 
ple there is as much patriotism and civic pride as in the old days when 
Atlanta was looked upon as a model city. 

No section of the United States has a brighter future than the south, 
and no city in the south is in a better position to share the prosperity of 
the future than Atlanta, if it is wise enough to meet its opportunities. 

The proposed bond issue is a step in this direction. If the bonds 
are issued Atlanta will continue to grow. On March 24th the people 
will decide whether they wish to go forward or backward. 1 hope and 
believe the bond issue will be carried by an overwheiming majority.

While total receipts for the state 
of Georgia during 1925 were $1,334,- 
0 greater than in 1924, total dis- 
bursem@hts were $1,170,129 greater 
for the year, according to the an- 
nual report of Comptroller General 
William A. Wright, made public Mon- 


ay. 

The total moneys paid into the 
state treasury from all sources in 
1925 was $18,099,924, eompared to 
$16,765,264 in 1924. Total disburse- 
ments for 1925 were $17,909,604, 
compared to $16,739,474 in 1924. 

Automobile owners paid the great- 
est sum into the state treasury, the 
aggregate of gasoline and motor ve- 
hicle taxes being nearly $8,000,000, 
the report shows. Gasoline taxes in 
1925 paid in $4,082,084, while motor 
vehicle fees for the same year were 
$3,010,881. These were the two larg- 
est single items. In addition automo- 
bile dealers, assembling plants, and 
others paid other large sums in the 
form of special taxes. ' 

The general ad valorem taxes of 
the state for the year 1924 paid in 
in 1925, produced $3,290,375, though 
ad valorem taxes collected in 1925 in- 
cluding back taxes for several previous 
years, totaled $4,920,744.

Waycross, Ga., March 22.—(Special.)—A blasting attack that netted

HERE but in the observations of 

n inan have we found the strong- 
est backing for our recent feminist 
outburst, in which we tried to set 
turth some of the feeling of the average 
male against the feminist movement 
itself, especially as it is advancing 
women upon the world of business and 
the professions ? 

The feeling is seldom confessed 
even by. most men who hold it. Un- 
acknowledged to themselves in many 
cases. Vigorously denied in its theory 
by those very males who, when it 
comes to cases, are most narrow. 

But just get them down fo a little 
cross-examination, and what do you 
find? That they are quite willing for 
women to work—in the groups of the 
employed—but “when it comes to ex- 
ecutive. positions, of course there are 
a few exceptional women who are 
showing some ability, but women are 
not by nature er brain capacity fitted 
for most of the work men have always 
done,” ete, 

Well, a woman wrote us the first 
letter we got in response to our Mon- 
day dissertation, but her arguments 
were provided largely by a man, 
which, under the circumstances, makes 
them more telling. 

WHY, INDEED? 

“WOUR STORY in today's paper,” 

writes this correspondent, “about 
Miss Mary Cass, of Buffalo, general 
manager in a factory whose board of 
directors took nearly three years to 
admit that Miss Cass was the one and 
only ‘man’ for the management job, 
came in quite opportunely, 

“A man, the president of a large 
manufacturing concern, said to me 
that day, ‘You are an observer of 
women in business. Maybe you ean 
tell me—why is it that the secretarial 
group, that large class of women who 
are at the right hand of business ex- 
ecutives, and often know the business 
and policies of it practically as well 
as the executives themselves—why is 
it that these women so often carry a 
chip on their capable shoulders; are 
* 1eart resentful, and are by the rest 
of the organization resented? 

“Their salariés are good, they are 
given large responsibilities; they 
know they hold the confidence of the 
officers of the business. But the more 
they advance in trust, in pay, in the 
importance of their duties, the more 
embittered they become. They keep 
it out of their work, of course. But 
the executive who is personally inter- 
ested in the personnel of his  organiza- 
tion sees it. Now, why is that? 

“T asked him if he had read your 
Story about Miss Cass. He said he 
had. That, he added, was what 
brought about this chain of thought. 

“You read about Miss Cass? Then 
that ought to answer your question,”

“Why, then, basn’t she a right to 
be embittered? Wouldn't a man be, 
under the circumstances? All she can 
do is to try to keep the spirit of it 
out of her work. A man, under the 
circumstances, would quit and go to 
some concern which would acknowl- 
edge his ability. Where is a woman 
to go if she resigns? Because like as 
not she’d be met with the same atti- 
tude in the next place.” 


MANY ARE BLUSHING UNSEEN. 
“A ND THEN he admitted there was 

nore than one woman in his or- 
ganization who fitted in with this de- 
scription. (L might have told him that 
there were probably similar cases in a 
lot of organizations, } 

“One woman in particular he cited, 
who knew not only the routine of the 
whole office in addition to her secre- 
tarial duties—and these had extended 
far beyond the limited definition of 
that work—but she had grown almost 
imperceptibly into the handling of the 
advertising policy of the organization, 
with much of its detail. 

“Of course,’ he added naively, ‘we 
can't make her advertising manager, 
because that might disrupt the organ- 
ization. Men so resent the woman in 
executive positions, and it would be 
difficult to get esoperation from her 
staff, which would be made up largely 
of men. And yet we know she is the 
most capable man for the place. She 
really does the work, and we pay her 
a salary which very nearly equals 
what she would get if she were nom- 
inally, as well as she is in fact, ad- 
vertising manager.’ 

“Now what d’ y’ thing of that? And 
he wonders why the woman in such 
aun instance is resentful.” 


A DIFFICULT ALTERNATIVE. 
I COURSE we might refer our 
correspondent to Charles Norris’ 

next to last book, “Bread,” which han- 

dies this problem. 

The novelist, being a man, points 
the moral that his heroine might have 
missed her business heartbreak if she 
had been satisfied to stay married to 
aman who was gambling away the 
money she earned as well as his own. 
and would not sacrifice his gambling 
passion even for the sake of saying a 


bit in order to warrant provision for 
a future family. 

But in that Mr. Norris is begging | 
the question. 

It is a woman's privilege, 
man’s, not to marry if she so prefers. 

It should have absolutely no bearing 
on the matter of her place in the 
business world. 

But the woman in business is still 
a pioneer, and for a while longer she 
1S going to have the hardships of pion- 
eering. 

Chief among these hardships, as sug- 
gested above, is the fact that probably 
a majority of men, even as yet. are 
willing to recognize only two types of 
women—the domestic type and the 
Bohemian.

While realizing that there is a 
very large outstanding short interest 
in the stock market, and that the mar- 
‘ket appears oversold, the average pro- 
fessional trader here in Wall street 
still leans to the short side of the 
i stock market. The feeling is that un- 
til all of the weak spots created by 
| over-extended bank loans and exces- 
| Sivel, ‘k prices have been 
| eliminated, it will be safer to sell the 
stock market short after rallies than 
to buy on declines. 
| Erie first preferred is being well 
bought on the theory that the Van 
Sweringen interests now in control of 
that road will do as they have done 
in Pere Marquette, Nickel Plate and 
Chesapeake & Ohio.

(wise be interested have come to think 
‘of the cotton exchanges as unwhole- 
'some places that should be avoided, 
‘It is said that “you might as well kill 
ia dog as give him a bad name,’’ and 
reformers had better look 
;out—unless they stop airing their 
erievances in public they will soon kill 
the goose that formerly laid golden 
eges. 

The most impressive feature of Iast 
week's market was the gradual nar- 
rowing in the premium on the near 
May sold at within 39 
points of July, while new. crops and 
old crops have been closer together 
than for months. It is said to reflect 
a decline in the southern spot basis, 
but it also reflects some speculative 
buying of October by those who te- 
lieve that eotton may be cheap at the 
lowest price of the last five years. 
| Certainly things are nearer normal 
than they have been for some months, 
and it may be that with a return to 
‘normalcy’ we will get a revival of 
| speculation. 
| For the last month or two prices 
-have shown great resistance in the 
if{ace of statistics that were very bear- 
lish. The most bearish factor has been

Cotton Market Showing 
Good Resistance Despite 
Bearish Situation, Claim 


It is unlikely that any such decrease 
will continue, and the market is now 
in a position to resnond promptly to 
an improvement in the European de- 
mand. 

This is the corner stone upon which 
those who believe in higher prices rest 
their faith. But there are other rea- 
sons why cotton may go up before it 
goes down. One is the crop outlook, 
which is now too satisfactory to last. 
There never has been a cotton season

Boll Weevil Scare. 

Another is the boll weevil, for which 
it is said some farmers are praying, 
and still another is the army worm, 
who is regarded as typical of the ob- 
solete pests by whose aid prices were 
lifted in the days that preceded the 
war of the Confederacy. 

To repel a bull with this equipment 
the bear has nothing except “the 
weight of the bales.” That the car- 
ry-over will approximate 5,000,000 
bales is admitted, but-a large share‘ of 
it is inferior cotton whose value is so 
low that it represents only a small in- 
vestment and a burden that is far 
from onerous, 

This statement could be elaborated, 
but it includes. the essentials of the 
situation and each one must determine 
their comparative weight and import- 
ance for himself, 

Meantime it is to be observed that 
the textile industry is doing well. In 
the United States our domestie con- 
sumption for February was the largest 
on record for that month, and if March 
does as well there will be a fair pre- 
sumption that 1925-26 will be the ban- 
ner season of the American mills in 
the matter of cotton consumed.

Albany, N. Y., March 22.—(?)—An 
effort to restore to the statute books 
a state prohibition enforcement act 


was defeated in the senate tonight by 
a vote of 27 to 24. Five republicans 
joined the full democratic membership 
in opposing the enforcement measure, 
known as the Wales bill. 

Senator B. Roger Wales, republican, 
who sponsored the measure, argued 
that “there is no great and fundamen- 
tal unrest over prohibition enforce- 
ment.” 

Wet senators. including Courtlandt 
Nicoll, New York, one of a small group 
of insurgent republicans, appealed on 
the ground that recent newspaper polls 
had shown a very different attitude. 

“Just as an individual can make a 
mistake,” declared Senator Thomas I. 
Sheridan, democrat, New York, 
can our government. The 18th 
amendment is the greatest mistake in 
50 years. It has started a wave of 
extremes that has made us the laugh- 
ing stock of the world.” 

The question of the right or wrong 
of prohibition could not be entered 
into on this bill, Senator Wales re- 
torted, because “that has already been 
settled.”
